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SUDAN ; Sudanese officials are increasingly 
concerned' about domestic drug abuse and smuggling 
to neighboring countries. 

They have requested US advice and training and 
have indicated willingness to cooperate with inter- 
national drug control efforts. Although the pro- 
duction of opium in Sudan has not been confirmed, 
some sections of its vast geographic area are suit- 
able for the cultivation of poppies. 

Lax border controls, according to a customs 
official, have facilitated an increasing flow of 
hard drugs from Sudan to Egypt. Moreover, a Suda- 
nese medical authority on abuse of narcotics believes 
that Sudan's drug problem is of significant propor- 
tions. Other officials are particularly concerned 
that the addiction to hard drugs among students will 
deprive Sudan of educated youth badly needed to de- 
velop the country. The main obstacles that the Su- 
danese face in combating the drug problem are lack 
of tra ined personnel and primitive means of detec- 
tion. 1
